An Enquiry into the Queſtion 


Whéte the SwaLLOw, the NIGHTINGALE, the 


Moovpcocx, the FIEL DFARE, SroRk, and other 
Birds of Paſſage reſide, when Abſent from us: 


B any one ſhould eſteem this Enquiry- as a Thing 
1 of little or no Conſequence, it may be anſwered, that 
there are many Things in Nature very inconſiderable 

in themſelves, and yet are of great Importance, when their 
Uſe and End come to be better know n. For Example 
One would admire why Eclipſes ſhould take up ſo much 
the Conſideration of Aſtrologers, ſince an Eclipſe in it {elf 


is a meer Nothing, only a Priwation, only a' Shadow of yery 
ſhort durance, & no more in reality, than a Man's putting 


his Hand between his Eye and the Candle: — And yet 
This little Pri vation, this mere Nen Entity, this little Shadan 


and ſhort Darkneſs, gives the greateſt Lights to Aſtronomy; to 


meaſure the vaſt Magnitudes and Motious of the Heavenly Orbe. 


This being premiſed, we'll proceed in our Enquiry as follows 


The Syſtem of Copernicus being now the moſt generally re- 
ceived as true, via. That the Moon's Body (at alſo the ot her frue 
Planets) 1s of a Compoſition like our Earth, but not fo big: 

And conſequently has in it Land and Water, Mountains and 
Vallies, Fields, Meadows, Woods, Groves, Brooks, Rivers, & Seas. 


And alſo that it has about it an Atmoſphere of Yapours and 


Fumes that ariſe from it, with Air, Clouds, Rain, Miſts, Figs, 
&c. juſt as is about our Earth, which we here inhabit, 
By Conſequence has a convenient and ſufficient Habita- 
tion for any Fowls that may arrive thither from any of 
the other Planeth in. caſe they do but arrive thither, and 
which Arrival is the Thing now to be enquired into. 
And in which our Enquiry, it ſhall be eſtabliſhed for a 
Principle, that That is the moſt True, which i the eaſel? deducible 
from Obſervation and Experience. This Syſtem of Copernicus being 
thus received as to be depended on, an Anſwer to our pre- 


ſent Queſtioa is, that The Swallow, the Nightingale, the Woodcack 


Fieldfare, Redſtart, Cuckow, Stork, and other Fowls of Paſſage 
that appear with us only at certain Seaſons, do paſs and repaſs be- 
tween this our World and the Moon, which is the neareſt to us of al 
the Planets. To prove which we will firſt conſider, that 
If theſe Birds did in the Time of their Abſence from us, res 
fide any where in 75¹8 eur Earth, at ſome time or another 
the Place would have been diſcovered, which does not at, 
all appear in any Hiſtory. 5 The 
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There have been Iced Stories of Swallows lying in Holes 


n the, Bo:ttolns of Rivers; but ſo improbable, that no reaſo- 
nabfe Perſon can believe cold dc had Earth to be Quar- 
_ enough for ſuch Summer Creatures. 

© Others tell uz of Heaps of Swafrws lying in the Clifts 
of. 75 near the Sea, but ſcarce any one ever yet ſpoke 

ith the Perſon that Taw them; And again ſome curious 
Pefon of other inquiſitive into the Nature of Things, 
ſhould have procured ſome of thoſe Sleeping Swallows to have 
Obſerved the Progreſs of Nature A them, which we do 
not find that any one ever did. The like has been ſaid of 
Gvuckows found in the Winter-time in a hollow. Tree, but 


wle ever yet uw any Number of them? If any one of theſe 


Birds may Ra ve been found, it may poſſibly have happened, 
at f a Wobzcork Thid to have been taken at Midſummer, but he 
was all Loüzy: This, if true, might be, that perhaps che 
Crenrufe was ek or wounded at the Time he ſhould have 
 brenigone; and ſo per haps was left behind his Companions. 
And indeed it may be wondred at, that no curious Per- 
fen mould Have, by Pinioning them, preſerved ſome of theſe 
Dl vo ſee if they would live with ns all the Year, or not. 
Again, Others tell us of a Heldfare ar two found in deſo - 
Jate Moores and Northern Parts, but what is all this to the 
Multieudes we have of thefe and other Birds of Paſſage in 
their Seaſons which come in ſuch mighty Flocks to us? 
And which Coming is ſo ſudden, that it is juſt as if they 
Drop: Domm upon us from (Above: In Wodcocks efpecially, tis 
remarkable that upon an Eafterly Wind about the End of 
October, they will ſeem to have come ALL in one Night : | 
For tho rhe Day before None were ſeen, yet next Morn- 
ing they will appear almoſt in every Buſh eſpecially in 
the Weſt of England, where they are moſt plentiful. 
 Nor'is it perceived that ths ure in the Eaſtern Parts 
oner thin in the more Weſtern, nor that they fly Weſt. 
wards when they are raiſed to the Wing, more than to any 
other Quarters ;' wKereas if they came from any Eaſterly 
Coaſt, tis likely their Tendency to ſpread themſelves far. 
ther, would be from thoſe Coaft: from whence they came: 
They are as it were ſprinkled all over a Country in a Night's 


Time, & where there are Springs whoſe Steams contribute

As to the Flying of theſe Birds, tis maniſeſt that thoſe 
of them that tzke up their Abode when they came ampngſt 
us near the Sea- ſnoar, do never when diſturbed. offer tos 
wards the Sea, but ſhelter themſelves again as ſoon as they 
can on the Land: From whence we may very well concl de 


that they never came from any Part of 7his Earth has 


lies beyond Our Seas, for they would never venture all at 


once over any Sea or great Breadth of Water, which they 
muſt do, ſhould they come from any Parts beyond Our Seas e 
All which puts it beyond diſpute that they come only 
from ſomewhere ABOVE. As to the Fieldfare.alſo, tis ob- 
ſerved the ſame as of the Woadcock, that they ſhun the Seas: 
Or elſe why do they not better ſhift tor themſelves in 
a very cold Seaſon, by getting over to France, Spain, or 
other warmer Countries, rather than ſtarve here, as Multi 
tudes of them do in deep Snows and exceſſive hard Froſts. 
From whence it . 4 apprars that they are no 
Beyond Ses Birds, nor never came into this Iſland from an 
other, Part of Thi Our Earth, but that they come DOW 


directly upon us when our Climate agrees to them as th 


view and perceive it above in the Outſide of Qur Atmoſphere. 
The Swallow, Cuchow, Swift, Marten, Nightingale, Stork, and 


other Summer Birds make but very ſhort Flights and always 


ſhun the Seas, tho the Swallow, the Swife, and the Marten, 
ſometimes indeed for to take Flies or to Drink, do dip & 
play over the freſh Waters, but NEVER go far on the 
Sea, which plainly ſhews them to be no Beyond-Sea Birds. 
Again, The Swallow, the Stork, the Swift, & Martin, about 
the Time of their Departure gather together in Flocks, and 
make a very chearful and chattering Noiſe before the

" Theſe Birds when they have bred, and their Young fully 
fledg'd, about the End of woe genes when. the Time of 
their Departure draws nigh, they all of them to a Bird (as 
is ſo bland yearly known to the Inhabitants, that no No- 
tice is taken of them, but they paſs as yearly Viſiters 
coming and going) gather togather in a great ſpacious 
mooriſh fenny Place near Amſterdam, called Haerlem- Meer : 
* Theſe Srorks being all here gathered together, they conti- 
nue ſome Days making a very chattering Noiſe to call one 
another, till the laſt of them is come into their Rendeyouz : 
Then, in the midſt of this Noiſe there is a ſudden Silence 
for a ſhort Time, after which they ALL rife UP together,

The Latin Text has it Ciconia IN Cælis, The Stork IN the 
Heavens : What we are to take Notice of is the Difference 
between the Words IN the Heavens, and OF the Heavens. 

Now whenever in the Scripture mention is made of other 


Birds with relation to the Heavens, they are always called 


Fowls OF the Heavens: And only theſe Fowls of Paſlage are 
ſaid to be IN the Heavens, when they know their Times of 
coming to us, which is not ſaid of any other Birds: 
And indeed the Expreſſion IN the Heavens, is only aſcri- 
bed in the Scripture to thoſe Things that have a Being quite 
out of Our Earth. Now Fowls that are ſaid to be OF rhe 


| Heavens, are ſuch as fly and wander about only in the Aerial 


Heavens, to ſhew their Difference from Animals that can 
only walk upon the Earth, and therefore are called Fowls 


O the Heavens, or belonging to that Part of Ou» Air Up 
Above, which we commonly and groſly call the Heavens. 


But the Expreſſion IN the Heavens 1s ſomething more, 
viz. a Kind of an Abode for fix Months together in ſome- 
thing that cannot be called che Air, and therefore muſt be 


. 


ſome ſolid Heavenly Body, ſuch as the Meor is. 


The Sum of all which is, that the Stork and the Swallow, 
are in their Abſence ſaid to be IN rhe Heavens, becauſe : 


they are not in any other Part of THIS OUR Earth 


For ſince IN the Heavens cannot ſigniſie to be only in the 
Air, where tis impoſſible for any Creature to reſide for 


ſix Months together, it remains that theſe Fowls do go Up 


unto, and remain in ſome one of the Celeſtial Bodies : 
Which, (as above has been ſaid) muſt be the Moon, as near-' 
eſt ro them, and bearing moſt Relation to this our Earth, 
having in it a ſufficienr habirable Abode for them, ſuch as 
Land, Water, &c. as clearly appears in the Copernican Syſtem. 
As to the Seafons for theſe Fowls coming DOWN to us, 
they Know as the Scripture ſays, their appointed Times of Com- 
ing to us, and going UP from us: So that when theſe Seaſons 
come, th:y have an Inſtinct or implanted Natural Faculty, 
whereby they take Notice of the Changes of the Air where 
they are, or the Alteration or Abatement of their daily 
Food, as for Example the Nightingale & Swallow find Here the 
Abatement of Flies, & other Inſects they live upon about 
October, and begins to be plentiful Here again in April. 
And upon this Alteration of Food and Climate it is, that 
they are invited to change Quarter, to obtain what is more 
ſuitable to them, or to avoid what is offenſive. — And 
As to the Rarity of the Air, & Diſtance between the At-

remote from the Earth, the leſs is the Gravity, and by con- 
| ſequence the more Eaſy the Paſſage or progreſſive Motion 
of the Bird, having no Impediment ef intt inſick Gravity * 
or Weight to hinder it. For then the Bird employing 
none of its Strength to bear up its Weight, it being out 
of all Attraction between the TWO Atmoſpheres of 
Our Globe and the Moon, it uſes all its WHOLE Strength 
in its Promotion forwards, whicher by Inſtinct it tends. 
And again, the Air between the I WO Atmoſpheres is 
thin, and makes no manner of Reſiſtance to the Wing: | 
So that the whole Strength of the Bird is reſerved only 
for its Progreflive Motion, and by Coaltquence the Bird's 
Motion in its Paſſage is infiaitely Eaker, and Swifter, than 
| ſwifreſt Motion of any Living Cieature in This our. 
Werld can poſſibly be, & this eſpecially ſince their whole 
Journey is performed without the leaſt Degree of any 
Manner of Draw back or Hindrance from any Gravidati- 
ON, Up prion or Attraction from any Atmoſphere, the 
being in NONE, but in their Journey between TW: 
Aimeſpheres & that their Journey is made;quite out of any At- 
 wolphere where there is no manner of Impediment by their 
on Weight, or Attraction from any other Body, & more by 
a progreſſive Inſtinct forwards, than by any Action of their 
own, as they at when they move IN an Atmoſphere 
Thus a Horſe for Example in Running is hindred by 
Its own Weight, and the groſs Air it ruſhes againſt. 
But a Bird out of the Attraction & Atmoſphere of ei- 
ther Our Earth, or the Moon, has no ſuch Impediment, either 
from its own Weight & Bulk, or from any Air to encounter 
& puſh againſt ? As for theſe Birds eating during their Jour- 
ney, they may very well be without Food during that Time: 
/ Becavſe in that Temper of Climate between the TWO

So that theſe Birds being at the Time of their going away, 
always obſerved to be very Fat, Corpulent, & full of Blood 
and Juices, may by conſequence have their Proviſions laid 
up in their very Bodies for the Voiage, whereas they are al- 
ways Lean & Poor at their firſt coming DOWN tous.
